CRISTOBAL BRINGS OPTIMISM 
2018 TEAM PREVIEW 
ain 


New Oregon head coach MARIO CRISTOBAL wasted no time setting the expectations high for the program. 


hen Mario Cristobal was introduced to the Oregon football team as the 
Ducks’ new head coach, in December, he made no secret of where he 
intends to take the program. 

“You're gonna play for — and win — championships, and take college football to 
a whole ’nother level,” Cristobal, 47, said while standing before the team in the Bob 
Sanders Theater within the Hatfield-Dowlin Complex. “You're gonna be a team no 
one wants a piece of.” 

That proclamation got off to a herky jerky start when, just over a week later, 
the Ducks lost their debut under Cristobal. Back in a bowl game after missing 
the postseason in 2016, but scrambling to prepare for one of the earliest bowl 
games on the college football schedule — and just days after the departure of 
former coach Willie Taggart — Oregon lost in the Las Vegas Bowl, to Boise 
State, 38-28. 

But that result didn’t cloud the outlook for a 2018 UO football team brimming 
with veteran talent, under a coach considered one of the rising stars in the college 
ranks. Most preseason projections foresee eight to nine wins for Oregon this fall 
— meaning it will only take finishing a game or two better than predicted for the 
Ducks to get back to playing championship football, just four years after reaching the 
inaugural College Football Playoff championship game. 

The Ducks are led into the 2018 campaign by third-year quarterback Justin 
Herbert, considered by some the top prospect in the pool of players eligible for the 
2019 draft. He'll line up behind a veteran wall led by all-America candidate Jake 
Hanson at center, with senior running back Tony Brooks-James ready to step out of 
the enormous shadow cast the last few years by Royce Freeman. On defense, two-time 


team player of the year Troy Dye stars in the middle of a front seven that includes 
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electrifying edge players Justin Hollins and Jalen Jalks, and which is anchored by 
Jordon Scott in the middle. Senior safety Ugochukwu Amadi is the veteran in a 
promising young secondary. 

No wonder, then, that Cristobal was so optimistic about Oregon’s fortunes when 
taking over the job. 

“He’s a great coach, and an even better person,” Herbert said. “He’s got our back, 


and we'll go to battle for him any day.” 


OFFENSE 

Carrying the UO flag into battle will be Herbert, the Eugene native entering his 
third season as Oregon's starter. His freshman campaign only began at midseason 
when Herbert was promoted into the starting job, and his sophomore year was 
abbreviated by a shoulder injury. The Ducks and their fans eagerly await a full season 
of production with Herbert at the helm. 

A year ago the strong-armed sophomore completed 139-of-206 passes — 67.5 
percent — for 1,983 yards and 15 touchdowns, with five interceptions. His passer 
rating of 167.52 would have ranked fourth nationally, but not for the injury that 
deprived Herbert of enough attempts to qualify for the NCAA leaders. And Oregon's 
49.1 points per game in the seven started by Herbert would have ranked first in the 
nation, had the Ducks sustained that average. 

Of course they did not, faltering during Herbert’s October absence. That should 
have been senior Taylor Alie’s time to shine, but he was lost to a concussion in the 
same late-September win over California in which Herbert was hurt. Into the fire was 
thrust freshman Braxton Burmeister; on track to redshirt one minute, he was starting 


for the Ducks the next, and took his lumps in the process. 
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But Burmeister is stronger for it entering 2018. And Oregon's quarterback depth 
has been further bolstered by the winter arrival of freshman Tyler Shough. A top- 
100 recruit in the country according to 247Sports, Shough will push Burmeister 
— and vice versa — to ensure the Ducks could better weather Herbert’s absence 
if necessary. 

Should it come to that, Oregon can rely on what projects as a punishing rushing 
attack. Four players have the potential to be third-year starters in 2018, including 
Hanson at center, left guard Shane Lemieux, right tackle Calvin Throckmorton and 
left tackle Brady Aiello. In the spring, tackle George Moore and guard Jacob Capra 
looked like contenders for the fifth starting spot; that competition was further fueled 
by the summer arrivals of transfer Dallas Warmack and freshman Penei Sewell. 

The latter joined the Ducks after making a signing-day decision to come to 
Oregon, a first-year coup for Cristobal’s initial recruiting class. 

“These are the battles you have to win to make the next step as a program,” 
Cristobal said after Sewell signed. 

Running behind all those talented linemen will be an electric young running back 
corps headlined by the senior Brooks-James. The Ducks’ 2016 offensive MVP in 
a season during which Freeman was hobbled by injuries, Brooks-James is ready to 
carry the torch again in the absence of Oregon’s all-time leading rusher, who is now 
an NEL rookie. 

But Brooks-James wont be alone. Senior Taj Griffin returned to the backfield after 
spending a season at receiver in 2017. Darrian Felix is now a sophomore, after averaging 
6.1 yards on 30 carries last fall. And an exciting freshman class includes breakout 
candidate CJ Verdell, coming off a redshirt season, and true freshman Travis Dye. 

Junior receiver Dillon Mitchell and junior tight end Jacob Breeland headline 
the pass-catching stable. Sophomore Johnny Johnson slimmed down and got a few 
steps quicker over the offseason, complementing his aerial acrobatics as a downfield 
threat. Brenden Schooler and Jaylon Reed provide more veteran presence at receiver, 
speedster Daewood Davis is ready for his debut after a redshirt year, and senior 


transfer Tabari Hines only adds to the plethora of targets at Herbert's disposal. 


DEFENSE 

As head coach, Cristobal is maintaining an interest in the offense line, where he 
played and was a UO position coach in 2017. But his interest in physical football 
isn’t limited to offense. 

“What we see every single year is, games are won and lost at the line of scrimmage,” 
Cristobal said. “They are. ... We're gonna invest heavily in the offensive and defensive 
lines, because it makes everything else go.” 

Cristobal intends to make future deposits on the line of scrimmage in coming 
recruiting classes. But the Ducks have a pretty good nest egg established already up 
front on defense. 

Overlooked somewhat in the run-up to the Las Vegas Bowl was the decision by 
Jalen Jelks to remain in school for his senior season. A consensus first-team preseason 
all-Pac-12 player, Jelks could have a long career chasing quarterbacks in the NFL. 
First, he'll spend another season doing so for the Ducks. 

He'll be bookended by another terrific pass-rusher, outside linebacker Justin 
Hollins. Those two will set the edge around rising star Jordon Scott, the Ducks’ 
mountainous man in the middle, and junior all-America candidate Troy Dye. 

The front seven is further bolstered by sophomore lineman Austin Faoliu, junior 
tackle Gary Baker and junior outside linebacker LaMar Winston Jr. They'll be 
featured players in Jim Leavitt’s second season calling defensive plays for the Ducks, 


aided by fellow co-coordinators Keith Heyward and Joe Salave’a. 
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JALEN JELKS is back to help anchor the Ducks’ defense following a breakout 


Junior season in which he led team in tackles for loss and sacks. 


Spring practices featured a fevered battle for reps alongside Dye at inside linebacker. 
Redshirt sophomore Keith Simms was a breakout star of the spring, and redshirt 
freshman Isaac Slade-Matautia might have gotten the most playing time with the first 
team. Sampson Niu is another candidate there but was unavailable over the spring while 
recovering from a shoulder injury suffered in the Las Vegas Bowl. And veteran Kaulana 
Apelu also was limited in the spring by injury, though he was able to return in time for a 
pick-six in the spring game, announcing his own intention to win the job next to Dye. 

On the back end, converted cornerback Ugochukwu Amadi is the quarterback of 
the secondary from his new safety position. Senior Mattrell McGraw and sophomore 
Brady Breeze could start next to Amadi. At cornerback, sophomore Thomas Graham 
and Deommodore Lenoir are ready for star turns, if not this season then very soon 


after once they have more experience under their belts. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 
Adam Stack has the ability to handle both the placekicking and punting duties, 
after handling the punt duties as a freshman last fall. In 2018 he'll shift over to 
placekicker in the absence of Aidan Schneider, with new signee Tom Snee expected 
to take over the punting job. 
And not to be overlooked is the pressure of replacing four-year starting long 
snapper Tanner Carew. The Ducks signed freshman Karsten Battles to take over that 


job, one of the most unsung responsibilities on any college football team. 


As usual, there are plenty of candidates to return kicks, among them Brooks-James, 
Griffin, Amadi and Mitchell. They'll play a big part in defining Oregon football 
under Cristobal, beginning with the season opener Sept. 1 against Bowling Green. 

“We're gonna set the identity,” Cristobal said, “By being relentless, by being 
physical, and by being explosive.” 
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hough just a junior, Justin Herbert is the old man of the Oregon quarterbacks 
room, which his fellow UO signal-callers relish reminding him. 

Be it Braxton Burmeister, Mike Irwin or Tyler Shough, the rest of the 
occupants of the Ducks’ QB meeting room don’t miss a chance to bust the chops of 
their two-year starter and Heisman Trophy candidate. 

“They always joke around with me about how old I am,” Herbert said. 

Needless to say, the irony of that isn’t lost on him. “I think we're only a year apart,” 
he added. 

Indeed, the baby-faced Eugene native and Oregon junior is but a year older than 
redshirt freshmen Burmeister and Irwin, and two years Shough’s senior. Still, Herbert 


has more than earned the respect of his position mates 


after the past two seasons — and the rest of the nation is HE S A RE 


taking notice as well. 

A little over two years since graduating from Sheldon 
High School, Herbert enters the 2018 regular season 
entrenched as Oregon’s starter, and firmly on the national 
radar. He’s on the preseason watch lists for the Maxwell 
Award as player of the year, and the Davey O’Brien 
National Quarterback Award. 

Oregon's offensive MVP in 2017, Herbert threw for 


1,983 yards and accounted for 20 touchdowns. In the process, he became the fastest 


player in school history to account for 3,000 career passing yards, doing so in just 13 
games. But the accolades didn’t just come for his performance on the field. 

Herbert also received the Ducks’ Academic Excellence Award, after being named 
first-team academic all-American for finishing Fall 2017 with a 4.08 grade-point 
average in biology. He devotes a handful of days each year to community service 
through the athletic department’s O Heroes program, and in Summer 2018, Herbert 
participated in the department’s annual Courts for Kids project, travelling to Uganda 
to build a sports court in an African village. 

“He’s a reserved yet strong leader, who has a magnetic personality,” new UO head 
coach Mario Cristobal said. “We kind of like the guy.” 


The Ducks aren't alone in their appreciation of the 6-foot-6, 233-pound 
quarterback. Over the summer, draft analyst Lance Zierlein wrote an NFL.com 
column listing the “top 11 quarterbacks to watch” around college football in 2018. 
Sitting at No. 1 was Oregon’s own Herbert. 

“Herbert stands tall in the pocket and is a very natural thrower with a sharp 
release, good velocity and a very repeatable throwing motion,” Zierlein wrote. “He 
plays with good intelligence and displays the ability to manipulate safeties when 
needed. Herbert is also a mobile quarterback who can escape pressure and move the 
sticks with his feet. He still needs to learn to throw with more consistent touch.” 

For sure, Herbert can still fire footballs with the velocity of a baseball pitcher — 
which he was in helping Sheldon win a state championship 
on the diamond his junior year of high school. That might 
\DER, seem like nit-picking, but no less than Herbert’s head 


coach intends to be his toughest critic this fall, for the 
sake of Herbert’s development. 

“He's an excellent football player who wants to get 
better, and has to get better,” Cristobal said. “For us to sit 
back and tell him, “You're doing great, we're good, would 


be the biggest injustice we can do to Justin Herbert. We 


have to find ways to challenge him, make him better, put 
him in difficult situations — because teams are going to do that. If you want to 
attack Oregon, how would you do that defensively? You'd make sure you put a lot of 
pressure on No. 10.” 

In trying to coax the best out of Herbert, Cristobal will have an eager pupil. 
Herbert and Cristobal only began working together in 2017. But already, the UO 
coach has commanded the respect of his team leader. 

“We've definitely gotten close,” Herbert said. “He’s a guy I can go to for anything. 
I know we trust each other. He’s a guy everyone gravitates toward. He's our leader, 
and he’s a guy everyone follows.” 

As Herbert and the staff work to elevate his game in 2018, they'll try to raise a bar 


already set high by his success the past two seasons.

Buzz built about Herbert in summer workouts when he joined the Ducks in 2016, but 
still he entered that preseason camp buried on the depth chart. An outstanding August 
changed all that, and Herbert entered the season as backup to senior starter and graduate 
transfer Dakota Prukop. 

On their way to a 4-8 finish, the Ducks got off to an uneven start. At midseason, 
they called on Herbert to provide a spark, making him the first true freshman to start 
at quarterback for Oregon since 1983 — that being Chris Miller, coincidentally another 
Sheldon High graduate. 

Herbert's first career start came in a loss to Washington, and though the Ducks struggled 
down the stretch, he flashed his outsized potential. At California, he tied the UO single- 
game record with six touchdown passes, leading the Ducks to the brink of victory before 
losing in double-overtime. More records were broken the next week against Arizona State, 
when Herbert tied Bill Musgrave’s school single-game record with 489 passing yards, and 
set a new UO tecord with 512 yards of offense. 

Perhaps the most memorable performance of Herbert’s freshman campaign, however, 
was a November start at Utah. He threw four second-half touchdowns, the last to Darren 
Carrington with 2 seconds left in the game as Oregon came from behind to win 30-28. For 
a player whose genial manner hides a fiercely competitive spirit, it was welcome reward for 
a season of impressive development. 

That set the stage for a breakout 2017, and Herbert obliged. He got the Ducks off to a 
4-1 start — only to suffer a broken collarbone in late September that sidelined him for a 
month. He returned to help the Ducks upset Arizona and Heisman candidate Khalil Tate, 
then shredded Oregon State as Oregon earned some Civil War revenge. Overall, Herbert 
started seven games in 2017, in which the Ducks averaged 49.1 points — most in the 
nation had that held up over the six games Herbert missed. 

Already, the kid from Eugene has assembled quite a resume. “It feels like I just got here, 
really, to be honest,” Herbert said. “Guys that I came in here with, we're kind of the older 
group now, so that’s been interesting to see. Gotta take a leadership role and speak up.” 

Entering 2018, Herbert may see the need to speak with a little more authority. But in 
two years, his actions already have spoken volumes about his ability, his potential and his 


character, on and off the field.

DRAFT ANALYST LANCE ZIERLEIN

ne of the best inside linebackers in the country arrived at Oregon two years ago as 
a former high school safety who barely weighed 200 pounds. Two breakout seasons 
and about 30 pounds later, Troy Dye enters his junior campaign having earned 
preseason first-team all-America distinction from Athlon Sports. 

Dye wasted no time making an impact with the Ducks, earning Pac-12 player of the week 
honors following his collegiate debut, an 11-tackle performance against UC Davis. Already, 
Dye had proven himself capable of adapting, having moved from safety to outside linebacker 
when he joined the Ducks. 

The Norco, Calif., native was a consistent playmaker throughout the fall of 2016, earning 
team defensive MVP honors despite having to learn a new position. Still, that didn’t prepare 
him for a phone call he received a few months later, when Jim Leavitt took over the UO defense 
in 2017. 

After watching film of Dye, Leavitt envisioned another position switch, this time from 
outside linebacker to inside linebacker. “I was like, “This dude’s friggin’ crazy, ” Dye recalled. 
“Pm 215 pounds (at that point). I was 205 coming out of high school. There was no way.” 

“But this guy had so much confidence in me. I had to believe.” 

After a crash course in inside linebacker play during spring 2017, under the tutelage of 
both Leavitt and veteran UO ‘backers Kaulana Apelu, Jimmie Swain and A.J. Hotchkins, Dye 
was at the heart of the UO defense when the 2017 season began. He quickly justified Leavitt’s 
confidence in his potential inside, leading the Ducks with 107 tackles, earning second-team 
all-Pac-12 honors and garnering the highest grade among conference linebackers from the 
analysts at Pro Football Focus. 

Now, Dye is hoping to help the rest of the UO defense elevate its play. The Ducks took major 
steps on that side of the ball from 2016, when they were No. 115 nationally allowing 6.41 yards 


per plays, to 2017, when they improved to No. 28 nationally allowing 5.07 yards per play. But 
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TROY DYE was one of three FBS players in 2017 with at least 


100 tackles, 10 tackles for loss, four sacks, one interception, one 


forced fumble and one fumble recovery.

but we're nowhere close to where we need to be.” 

If and when the Ducks do reach their potential, Dye figures to play a major role yet again. 
In his second year playing under Leavitt, the junior linebacker has become a coach on the 
field, processing the Ducks’ schemes at a level few others can match. “We have a really good 
connection,” Dye said of the UO co-defensive coordinator, who is also his position coach. “We 
get each other.” 

At practice, when Leavitt wants to check with Dye about a call he made, the two only have 
to exchange a brief gesture and a couple words between them to get on the same page. When 
the coach spikes his baseball cap to the turf, he doesn’t need to say anything for Dye to get the 
message that something needs to be corrected, and quickly. 

Leavitt’s resume includes a stop coaching linebackers with the San Francisco 49ers, where 
his pupils included All-Pros Patrick Willis and NaVorro Bowman. In the UO inside linebackers 
meetings room, film of those two regularly glows from the projector being run by Leavitt. 

“He always says, ‘I apologize for always showing you these guys, ” Dye said. “But you can’t 
get any better. Those guys were playing at a high level for a long time.” 

The next step for Dye in the learning process takes place in walk-throughs. The high-energy 
Leavitt struggles with the slow tempo in those sessions, Dye said, but Dye himself has come to 
appreciate how valuable they are for him. 

“Tm more of a visual person,” Dye said. “I like to physically do it. When we do a slow walk- 
through, it’s easier for me to pick up.” 

Whatever formula Dye has used to develop since arriving at Oregon, by all means he 
should stick to it. A three-star safety as a high school recruit, he’s now considered one of 
the best inside linebackers in all of college football, and looking to lead the UO defense to 
greater heights in 2018.

2018 PREVIEW 


fter winning only one of its bowl matchups following the 2017 regular 
season, the Pac-12 Conference seemed like it could use an infusion of 
energy. A number of schools obliged with intriguing coaching changes that 
introduced several compelling personalities to the league — or back into the league, 
in the case of UCLA coach Chip Kelly. The Pac-12 can’t be accused of lacking in 


aggressiveness as it looks to regain its footing among Power 5 competition. 


2017 PAC-12 CHAMPIONSHIP GAME 

After six years of dominance by North Division teams, Southern California 
salvaged the South’s pride by taking home the conference championship in 2017 
with a 31-28 win over Stanford. Ronald Jones rushed for a touchdown that made 
it 31-21 with 4:42 to go, and though Stanford rallied back within three points, the 
Cardinal’s onside-kick attempt was unsuccessful and USC ran out the clock. Sam 
Darnold threw for 325 yards and two touchdowns, earning MVP honors. 


NORTH DIVISION 

California won five games in 2016, and did so again in 2017 under first-year 
coach Justin Wilcox. But there was no denying the Golden Bears’ improvement on 
both sides of the ball, and a big step forward could be in store this fall. Cal returned 10 
starters on offense, including quarterback Ross Bowers, running back Patrick Laird, 
receiver Vic Wharton and all five offensive linemen. The secondary also returned 
intact, along with three other starters on defense. Cal has only played in one bowl 
game the last five years, but a return to the postseason looks to be in store for 2018. 

Oregon State turned to former quarterback Jonathan Smith after winning just 
one game in 2017, a season that included the midseason departure of head coach 
Gary Anderson. Smith was at the helm for OSU’s glory years of 2000 and 2001, but 
a return to conference relevancy will take some time. Quarterback Jake Luton is back 
and healthy but running backs Ryan Nall and Thomas Tyner had moved on. And the 
defense returned just five starters, a lack of experience for a unit looking to improve 
ona 2017 in which it allowed 43 points and over 200 rushing yards per game. 

Stanford just keeps plugging along under head coach David Shaw, who has won 
three conference titles and two Rose Bowls over seven seasons on The Farm. The 
Cardinal should have a typically strong running attack, led by top Heisman Trophy 
contender Bryce Love. But atypically, the defense is a question mark, after the loss 
of lineman Harrison Phillips and several other contributors. This figures to be yet 
another good Stanford team; the challenge will be playing like some of the great ones 
from recent years. 

Washington is one of the few Pac-12 programs that didn't undergo major changes 
this offseason, and that should be just fine with Husky fans. UW is looking to post 
double-digit wins for the third straight season, and make its second College Football 
Playoff appearance in three years. Quarterback Jake Browning is one of five fourth-year 
starters on offense for the Huskies, and yet another, nose tackle Greg Gaines, anchors 
the defense. The nonconference schedule includes a neutral-site opener against Auburn, 
an early indication of how real UW’s championship aspirations can be. 

Washington State has endured a year of upheaval, and in continues into the 
2018 season. Quarterback Luke Falk has graduated, and the Cougars are still dealing 
with the emotional loss of backup Tyler Hilinski’s death. Far less important in the 
big picture, but significant to WSU’s hopes for 2018, is the loss of defensive tackle 
Hercules Mata’afa and coordinator Alex Grinch. Head coach Mike Leach has pulled 
off some wizardry since arriving on the Palouse, and he'll need a lot more of it this fall 


to keep the Cougars competitive. 


SOUTH DIVISION 

Arizona returns 17 starters under new head coach Kevin Sumlin, formerly of 
Texas A&M. Sumlin made his reputation helping groom quarterbacks such as 
Johnny Manziel, and he’s got a good one to work with in Tucson, junior Heisman 


Trophy candidate Khalil Tate. He’s one of 17 returning starters for the Wildcats, 
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Former Oregon head man CHIP KELLY is back in the Pac-12. 


with sophomore linebacker Colin Schooler heading the nine on defense. Despite 
the coaching change, things are set up nicely for Arizona entering the 2018 season. 

Arizona State also endured an offseason coaching change, and it was one of the 
most intriguing in the nation. Former NFL head coach and ESPN analyst Herm 
Edwards now oversees the ASU football program, and is charged with turning around 
a team that averaged six wins over the last three years. Quarterback Manny Wilkins 
has a couple of talented receivers to target in junior N’Keal Harry and Kyle Williams, 
but that may not be enough offense to account for a rebuilding defense. 

Colorado has been boom or bust since joining the Pac-12, winning the South 
Division in 2016 — thanks in large part to the efforts of current UO defensive 
coordinator Jim Leavitt — and finishing last the other six seasons. Junior quarterback 
Steven Montez is a potential star; Oregon fans remember well his dramatics off the 
bench to beat the Ducks in Autzen Stadium in 2016. But the loss of running back 
Phillip Lindsay is a hit to the offense, and the defense is still looking for traction since 
Leavitt's departure. This doesn’t look like a team that can get back to the Pac-12 title 
game. Staying out of the cellar could be a more realistic goal. 

UCLA is yet another program breaking in a new head coach, and for Oregon 
fans it’s a familiar face: that of former UO coach Chip Kelly. After several seasons at 
the helm of NFL teams, Kelly is back in the Pac-12, looking to help UCLA return 
to glory. Kelly helped the UO offense take a huge step forward when he arrived in 
Eugene in 2007, but the Ducks had already been running a version of the spread 
offense. The Bruins installed his now familiar scheme after running a pro-style attack, 
presaging an adjustment period, unless freshman wunderkind Dorian Thompson- 
Robinson meets the hype at quarterback. The defense is also rebuilding in a new 
scheme, led by former UO assistants Jerry Azzinaro and Don Pellum. 

USC has been on an upward trajectory under coach Clay Helton, winning eight, 
10 and 11 games over the last three seasons. Continuing that trend will be a challenge 
after the Trojans lost their leading passer, Sam Darnold; their leading rusher, Ronald 
Jones; and their leading receiver, Deontay Burnett. As usual, though, there's plenty 
of young talent waiting to bust out, including true freshman quarterback JT Daniels, 
who could have three seniors blocking for him up front. Senior linebackers Cameron 
Smith and Porter Gustin anchor the defense. 

Utah hopes to take advantage of all the turnover among its Pac-12 South rivals 
by finally winning the division; the Utes are the only Pac-12 South team yet to play 
in the conference championship game. That’s somewhat surprising for a program 
that was the only conference team to win its bowl game last season, and which 
has made an impressive transition to Power 5 competition under head coach Kyle 
Whittingham. The Utes just need to raise the bar of that consistency, to avoid slips 
such as last season’s surprising loss at Oregon, the Ducks’ only victory while QB 


Justin Herbert was sidelined due to injury.

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ario Cristobal was named the University of Oregon's 34th head 
football coach on Dec. 8, 2017. 

Cristobal, who possesses nearly 20 years of coaching 
experience along with an extensive track record of success as a top recruiter, 
was named the Ducks’ head coach after spending the 2017 season as Oregon’s 
co-offensive coordinator, run-game coordinator and offensive line coach. 

In his first year, the Oregon run-game was a major factor in the up-tempo 
Duck offense that tied for the Pac-12 lead with seven 40-point performances. 
The Ducks scored 40 rushing touchdowns during Cristobal’s first season, the 
most since 2014. Freeman ranked 11th nationally with 1,475 yards and tied 
for 12th with 16 rushing touchdowns. The Ducks finished the regular season 
with more than 3,000 yards on the ground, averaging 268 yards rushing per 
game. The Ducks’ rushing offense ranked eighth in the FBS at the end of the 
regular season. 

In seven starts by sophomore quarterback Justin Herbert, the Ducks 
averaged more than 49 points per game, and the offensive line allowed him 
to be sacked just six times. Under Cristobal, standout senior left tackle Tyrell 
Crosby allowed only three quarterback hurries and no sacks on his way to 
being named an Outland Trophy candidate and the recipient of the Morris 
Trophy as the top offensive lineman in the Pac-12. Running back Royce 
Freeman, center Jake Hanson and tackle Calvin Throckmorton also earned 
All-Pac-12 honors under Cristobal. 

A renowned recruiter, Cristobal led Oregon’s relentless effort to sign the 
nation’s No. 16 class in 2018, just under two months after being named 
the head coach. The 23-member class featured 11 ESPN300 signees, which 
ranked ninth nationally, and the top player in the states of Arizona, Colorado, 
Oregon and Utah. Included in the large group of ESPN300 signees were three 
offensive linemen, which tied for the most nationally. 

Cristobal spent the previous four seasons at Alabama as the assistant head 


coach and offensive line coach, helping the Crimson Tide to the CFP National

Championship following the 2015 season, as well as a 
runner-up finish after the 2016 season. Cristobal’s 


offensive line ranked in the top 25 nationally in sacks 


allowed in each of his first two seasons, and in 2016 
helped pave the way for the nation’s 11th-best rushing 
attack (246.7 ypg) while producing SEC Offensive 
Player of the Year Jalen Hurts. 

Alabama's offensive lines produced a plethora of 
standout players and NFL draft picks under Cristobal, 
including first-team All-American and 2015 first- 
round draft pick Ryan Kelly and 2014 freshman All- 
American Cam Robinson, who went on to win the Outland Trophy in Cristobal’s final 
year with Alabama. 

Cristobal came to Oregon with a reputation as a top recruiter. He was named the 
National Recruiter of the Year by 247Sports in the 2015 cycle, and was ranked as the 
nation’s No. 2 recruiter in the country by 247Sports at the time of his hiring based on the 
final haul he brought to Alabama. 

Prior to joining Nick Saban’s staff at Alabama, Cristobal spent six seasons (2007-12) 
as the head coach at Florida International, solidifying his standing as one of the country’s 
top young college football coaches and recruiters after taking over a program under heavy 
NCAA sanctions. Cristobal led the Panthers to the most successful year in school history 
in 2011, capturing a program-record eight wins, including a road win at eventual co-Big 
East Champion Louisville. 

Cristobal was named the Sun Belt Conference Coach of the Year in 2010 after leading 
FIU to its first Sun Belt Conference championship and a bowl victory over MAC champion 
Toledo, and he finished his FIU career having produced NFL talents such as T-Y. Hilton 
and Jonathan Cyprien. 

Cristobal coached at Miami (Fla.), his alma mater, under Larry Coker for three years 
before accepting the head job at FIU. As the tight ends coach for the 2004 and 2005 
seasons, he helped develop multiple players into NFL draft picks, including first-round 
pick and All-Pro Greg Olsen. In 2006, Cristobal took over a Miami offensive line that 
featured four new starters and saw a 39 percent decrease in sacks allowed from the previous 
season (36 to 22). 

Cristobal spent three years (2001-03) at Rutgers under head coach Greg Schiano, 
working with the offensive tackles and tight ends for the first two seasons before shifting 
his focus solely to the offensive line in 2003. Cristobal was a critical factor in Rutgers’ 
resurgence to competitiveness and helped lay the foundation in recruiting and coaching for 
a program that went from obscurity to college football’s upper echelon in a matter of five 
years. Cristobal helped Rutgers to a 5-7 mark in 2003, the school’s best record since 1998. 
One of Cristobal’s most accomplished pupils was tight end L.J. Smith, the Philadelphia 
Eagles’ second-round pick in the 2003 NFL Draft. 

Cristobal began his coaching career in 1998 as a graduate assistant at Miami, working 
with the Hurricanes for three seasons under Butch Davis. He joined the Hurricanes’ staff 
six years after finishing a four-year playing career at Miami as a standout offensive lineman 
under hall of fame coach Jimmy Johnson. Cristobal was a first-team All-Big East selection 
in 1992 and helped the Hurricanes to a pair of national championships (1989, 1991). 

A native of Miami anda prep standout at Christopher Columbus High School, Cristobal 
graduated from Miami in 1993 with a bachelor’s degree in business administration and 
later earned a master’s degree from Miami in 2001. Following his college career, Cristobal 
signed a free-agent contract with the Denver Broncos in 1994 and then played for the 
Amsterdam Admirals of NFL Europe in 1995 and 1996. 

Cristobal and his wife, Jessica, were married in June 2006 and have two sons, Mario 


Mateo and Rocco.

ith two open spots to fill on his offensive staff this past offseason, first- 
year Oregon football coach Mario Cristobal went with something old 
and something new. 

The old: Cristobal’s former high school teammate and assistant coach at Florida 
International, Alex Mirabal, is the Ducks’ new position coach on the offensive line. 
That’s the group Cristobal coached last season as an assistant, and which he intends 
to keep a close eye on in his new position as head coach. 

The new: Taking over the UO running backs in 2018 is veteran West Coast assistant 
Jim Mastro. He was at Nevada during the conception of the Pistol option offense, and 
was hired in part to help Oregon improve its own execution out of that formation. 

For Cristobal and Mirabal, it’s a reunion of a friendship that goes back more than three 
decades — and much, much longer for the roots of their family trees. Each has family ties 
to Cuba, and they met as high school freshmen in Miami during the spring of 1984. 

Cristobal said their experience as high school teammates “instilled in us a certain 
type of mentality, helped groom and nurture a DNA that, we could almost finish 
each other's sentences.” 

Mirabal might know Cristobal well enough to predict what the Oregon head 
coach will say next. But he is quite comfortable deferring to the man who hired him 
as an assistant at Florida International in 2007, and again in 2018 with the Ducks. 

“My sole purpose is to see him be successful,” said Mirabal, who came to Eugene 
after a stint at Marshall. “I will do anything in my power to help our head football 
coach be known as a champion.” 

Along with second-year graduate assistant Cody Woodiel, the duo of Cristobal and 
Mirabal will work as a team to develop the UO offensive line. As running backs coach, 
Mastro will have a bit more independence during daily position drills in practice — but 
he’s looking to be a complementary figure as well for an Oregon offense that averaged 


49.1 points in the eight games started by quarterback Justin Herbert in 2017. 
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ROUND UO OFFENSE 


DUCTS COACHING STAFF TAKES SHAPE 


Mastro was on the Nevada staff in 2005 that developed the Pistol offense, in which 
a tailback lines up directly behind the quarterback, giving no indication of whether he 
intends to run right or left at the snap. During spring practices this offseason, Mastro 
worked closely with Herbert and the UO running backs to brush up on techniques in 
the Pistol — which has been used off and on by the Ducks in seasons past. 

“Its not like it’s new to Oregon,” Mastro said. “Coach Cristobal, (offensive 
coordinator Marcus) Arroyo, they've been in the Pistol at their previous spots a 
bunch. Just trying to add something new if I can.” 

Mastro has been attacking Pac-12 run defenses for nearly a decade now. He helped 
UCLA average 178.4 rushing yards per game in 2011, then moved to Washington 
State. There, he helped the Cougars develop a potent ground game to complement 
WSU coach Mike Leach’s Air Raid passing attack; in both 2016 and 2017, WSU 
running backs combined for more than 1,000 rushing yards and 1,000 receiving yards 
each season. 

Mastro helped Leach devise a passing attack to counter the Air Raid, and not 
always out of the Pistol. At Oregon he'll have the same task: working with the rest 
of the staff to produce the most explosive running game possible, including but not 
limited to Pistol concepts. 

“We're very multiple,” Cristobal said. “At times you may even see us under center 
now and then.” 

Regardless of the formation behind them, it will be up to Oregon’s offensive line to 
clear room for Tony Brooks-James and the other UO running backs. And it will be a 
committee of coaches — chaired by Cristobal — leading that offensive line. 

“He’s the boss,” Mirabal said. “It’s something that, it’s a feel thing. If I see him on 
the right side of the offensive line, I'll slide over to the left. It’s really my job to play off 
of Coach Cristobal. I've known him for a very long time, so it’s very easy.” 

Indeed, 34 years is a long time. Just long enough, Cristobal said, to earn his respect 


as a teacher of his prized position group.

New offensive line coach ALEX MIRABAL (LEFT) came to Oregon from Marshall and new 
running backs coach JIM MASTRO (ABOVE) was very successful at Washington State. 


“Tm very particular about the offensive line,” Cristobal said. “I don’t just entrust offensive 
line work with anyone. To me, you have to know someone for over 30 years to trust them 
with the offensive line.” 

Cristobal and Mirabal are graduates of Christopher Columbus High in Miami. They 
played for head coach Dennis Lavelle and offensive line assistant Fred Foyo, who get credit 
for instilling the work ethic Cristobal and Mirabal ascribe to today. 

One feature of that work ethic is early start times. One day this spring, Cristobal arrived 
for work at the Hatfield-Dowlin Complex at 4:37 a.m. — and was irked to see that Mirabal 
was already at the office. 

“His car was already there; made me really upset,” Cristobal said, joking he planned to 
arise at 3 a.m. the next day. “(But) that’s the kind of guy he is. I can’t put into words how 
excited and happy I am to have Alex here.” 

That goes both ways. Mirabal sounded thrilled about the situation he stepped into at 
Oregon. The Ducks lost NFL draft pick Tyrell Crosby, but return a group up front that 
includes four experienced starters, in center Jake Hanson, left guard Shane Lemieux, right 
tackle Calvin Throckmorton and left tackle Brady Aiello. 

“It’s a tremendous group,” Mirabal said. “You're talking about guys that have played a ton 
of snaps here for the Ducks. You take their input, try to bring in a technique or a footwork 
that you feel might help elevate their game. But by no means am I taking anything over; I’m 
fitting in. This is not a broken culture. This is not a broken offensive line. This is an offensive 
line that’s on the proper path, set forth by Coach Cristobal last year.” 

To that mix, the Ducks over the summer added transfer Dallas Warmack and a massive 
class of freshman recruits headlined by elite guard Penei Sewell. By the same token, Mastro’s 
running backs group is deep and talented, headlined by the senior Brooks-James and 
including talented redshirt freshman C.J. Verdell plus newcomer Travis Dye. 

On both the offensive line and at running back, the Ducks have talent both fresh-faced 


and familiar. Ditto Mario Cristobal’s staff of offensive assistants, now bolstered by the new 


perspective of Mastro and Cristobal’s long-time friend Mirabe

The recent history of Oregon football is littered with sets of brothers 
who have performed at a high level for the Ducks. Could the names 
Dye or Faoliu be next to join that pantheon? 

The 2018 UO football recruiting class brought two younger brothers to Eugene, 
where they joined siblings already established with the Ducks. Running back Travis Dye 
enrolled over the winter, and competed with and against his older brother, linebacker 
Troy Dye, in spring practice. Over the summer, defensive lineman Andrew Faoliu 
joined the team, for which his older brother and fellow 
defensive lineman Austin Faoliu was a freshman last fall. 

Among the drills incorporated by new UO head coach 
Mario Cristobal was a separate pod for running backs and 
linebackers during one-on-one receiving periods. Instead 
of running deeper routes with the receivers and defensive 
backs, the running backs would practice shorter routes, 
defended by linebackers. On occasion, that saw Travis Dye 
trying to get open and make a catch against his big brother. 

“T think of him as just another guy on the defensive side 


of the ball,” Travis insisted. “I treat him no different. After 


the matchup I'll say, ‘Oh, that was Troy.’ ” TRAVIS DYE 


Years from now, the brothers currently playing together 
with the Ducks will have a deeper appreciation for the experience. At least, that was 
the perspective of one of their peers, former UO and NFL tight end Josh Wilcox. 

Already steeped in UO football tradition as the son of Pro Football Hall of Famer 
Dave Wilcox, Josh played tight end at Oregon from 1993-96. As a junior, he was joined 
on the roster by his younger brother, Justin, then a quarterback. In 1996, Justin moved to 


the defensive side of the ball as a redshirt freshman, while Josh played as a senior.

The game went 
to overtime; the Bulldogs took possession first and kicked a field goal. Oregon got 
the ball back, and on the next play Tony Graziani threw a 25-yard, game-winning 
touchdown pass to Josh Wilcox. Oregon’s players came storming off the bench to 
celebrate. Leading the charge was Josh’s younger brother, Justin. 

“Playing with your brother and having that experience, it’s awesome; it’s bigger than the 
Rose Bowl for me,” said Josh Wilcox, who helped the Ducks win the 1994 Pac-10 title and 
make it to Pasadena. “The fact that, the same guy I played catch with, would go out there 
and throw it on the lawn, I get to experience college football 
with? A lot of things about college football were great, but my 
teammates and playing with my brother were the top two.” 

The Wilcox brothers werent the only siblings of that era 
| TREAT to compete at Oregon together. The 1994 Rose Bow! team 
included senior nose tackle Silila Malepeai and two of his 
brothers, sophomore fullback Pulou and sophomore offensive 
lineman Tasi. Like Josh Wilcox, receiver Cristin McLemore 
was a sophomore on the Rose Bowl team, and a year later his 
brother, safety Brandon McLemore, joined the Ducks. 

One of the backups to Josh Wilcox in 1996 was 
sophomore tight end Jed Weaver. In 1998, Weaver had 
a breakout senior season that earned him a spot on an 
NEL roster; two years later, in 2000, Jed’s younger brother Dan walked on with the 
Ducks, beginning a career that would see him win the starting center role and earn a 
scholarship as a redshirt freshman. 

The Weavers didn’t get to experience playing together at Oregon, barely missing 
out on overlapping in much the way Marcus Mariota did by departing after the 2014 


season, a year before his younger brother, Matt, entered the program. 


The 2018 Ducks will have a pair of brothers making plays: TRAVIS AND TROY DYE 
and ANDREW AND AUSTIN FAOQLIU. 


But the Ducks have featured other recent brother tandems who played together, like Tyree 
and Tyrell Robinson and, just last season, cornerback Ty Griffin and running back Taj Griffin. 
The newest generation in that club includes the Dye and Faoliu brothers. 

Wilcox said joining their older brothers at Oregon will provide an inherent advantage for 
Travis Dye and Andrew Faoliu. 

“Anybody coming in with a brother on the team already has an ‘in’ to that fraternity — a 
familiarity with what goes on and what the culture is,” Wilcox said. “So I think it’s much 
easier in that sense for guys to come in. 

“Now, you might get razzed a little bit more. And maybe there’s a little more quote- 
unquote pressure, and eyeballs on you because of your last name. But there’s a confidence, 
that you understand what youre getting yourself into.” 

Travis Dye got an early preview by enrolling in time for spring practice. A 2,000-yard 
rusher as a high school senior, Dye was reunited at Oregon with Troy, the Ducks’ two-time 
defensive player of the year. 

“As long as I can remember, we've been playing against each other,” Travis Dye said. “P’m 
the faster one, the more versatile one. But then he got big all of a sudden, in high school.” 

Little brother’s speed and big brother's size would be matched up during position drills in 
spring practice. Inevitably, the result would be reported back to family in southern California. 

“If I give him a good one, I let them know,” Travis said with a smile. 

The Faoliu brothers won't go head-to-head, as they both play defensive line. They'll 
see even more of each other day to day, sitting in on all the same position meetings, and 
practicing in all the same drills. 

After his celebrated career at Oregon, there’s not much Josh Wilcox could envy. But the 
thought of the Faoliu brothers being able to play together at the same positon made his eyes 


light up. 


“The opportunity to go tear it up on the field with your brother?” he said. “That right 
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JOSH WILCOX (ABOVE) and his brother JUSTIN are just two 
of a long line of siblings to suit up for the Oregon Ducks. In fact, the 
7994 Rose Bowl team had several brother duos.

Slocum Center for Orthopedics & Sports Medicine has been prolific in providing 
sports medicine care and successions of expertly trained medical teams for the broad 
array of elite Duck athletes since the ‘60s. From the early days with Drs. Don Slocum, 
Dennis Collis and Stanley James to recent years with Drs. Kenneth Butters, Kenneth 
Singer, Donald Jones and Rudolf (Rudy) Hoellrich, the Slocum approach has 
established, secured and cultivated the highest standards of expertise and an unrivaled 


continuum of care for over half a century. 
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“T have always felt I was standing on the shoulders of giants,” says Dr. Hoellrich, a 


current team physician at University of Oregon and shoulder specialist at Slocum. He 
reflects, “I have such high esteem for those who have come before me.
